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Audience at Lake Park 
Hearing Oppose Change

About 25 persons attending the Park and Recreation Advisory 
Board’s third and final hearing on the Lake Park redevelopment 
plan on June 7 were generally opposed to interfering with the 
natural environment. Except for the coaches from the Little 
League and Boys and Girls Club who cited the shortage of practice 
fields, the consensus was that lake improvements would destroy 
the naturalness of the lake, and would attract non-residents to 
the extent that residents could not enjoy the peace of the lake. 
Suggestions were made that other recreational areas be sought 
such as parcels 1 and 2 and 15 and the area across from GHI offices.

BOXWOOD HOUSE CAVE-IN 
BRINGS MANY PROBLEMS

Largely in response to invitations by Emory Harman, Green- 
belt Postmaster, a group of about 20 concerned citizens met in the 
community room of the Greenbelt Library, Monday evening, June 
12, to discuss what might be done to help Mr. and Mrs. Kenneth 
Dixon of 205 Lastner Lane. Until the story broke in the Prince 
Georges Sentinel for Wednesday, June 7, most persons in Green¬ 
belt—including the staff of the News Review —were unaware of 
the plight of the Dixon’s. __ 


Acting PRAB chairman Hugh 
Jascourt made clear that PRAB’s 
role was merely to advise the coun¬ 
cil on the plan which was drawn 
up by city staff based on a proposal 
made by an outside consultant firm. 
Council will have final say although 
the audience hoped that the council 
would seek a referendum before 
making a final decision. 

City manager James Giese stated 
that $68,000 had been allocated 
from the 1968 general bond issue 
for development of the park. This 
figure, he said, could be doubled 
with Federal funds and quadrupled 
with state funds to $274,000. Re¬ 
flecting on his European travels, 
Giese mentioned that Europeans 
tend to have smaller parks but 
make greater use of available space. 

Want Natural State Preserved 

A major concern of the audience 
was maintaining the naturalness of 
the lake. Objections were voiced 
against a fountain in the middle 
of the lake, construction of a pa¬ 
vilion, and paving of pathways. 
Giese mentioned that there is no¬ 
thing in the plan that will threaten 
the naturalness of the lake, and 
no structures will be built that 
don’t already exist. (The bi-level 
pavilion, Giese said, will consoli¬ 
date the concession stand and the 
comfort station.) 

With respect to the pathways, 
recreation director Darald Lofgren 
explained that only areas of heavy 
traffic near the entrance would be 
asphalted; blue stone and wood 
chips would be used elsewhere. 
Giese stated that the path around 
the lake would not be asphalted; 
instead a fine grade of gravel that 
he had seen in Europe was being 
considered. It would be suitable, 
he said, for pushing a baby car¬ 
riage and would not interfere with 
joggers. 

Concern Over Non-resident 

Another concern of the audience 
was that any improvements, espec¬ 
ially an enlargement of the lake 
parking area, will attract an in¬ 
creasing number of non-residents. 
Lofgren said that the same amount 
of space used more wisely could 
accommodate 25% more cars. 

In a letter accompanying the 
staff plan (distributed at the hear¬ 
ing), Giese stated that although 
parking meters could be used to 
deter non-residents, they would be 
“apt to relocate” on neighboring 
streets. Also, the revenue raised 
may not cover the cost of purchase 
or maintenance of the meters or 
the cost of extra police to control 
vandalism. 

As for a non- resident fee to en¬ 
ter the park, Giese said it would be 
difficult to enforce because of many 
accesses to the lake. Also the de¬ 
gree of use may not warrant cost 
of personnel to collect fees. Finally, 
there would be the ethical question 
of charging entrance to a munici¬ 
pal park; no municipal park in 
the metropolitan area charges ad¬ 
mission. In addition, 50% of the 
purchase price of much of the park¬ 
land came from Federal funds and 
Greenbelters have access to metro 
parks. However, Giese noted that 
Greenbelt receives no county funds 
for park maintenance. 

Ball Fields 

Again the question of ball fields 
in parcel 7 came up. William Ball 
representing the Little League stat¬ 
ed that his teams need more prac- 


played on McDonald Field. The city 
is attempting to use North End 
Elementary school but the field 
needs upgrading. He also stated 
that in the matter of lights, the 
people near McDonald Field have 
never complained of either noise 
or lights. 

Boxwood Civic Association presi¬ 
dent James Parochetti suggested 
as an alternative upgrading Braden 
Field. Others suggested the city 
purchase of other vacant land. 
Giese said that the latter proposal 
was feasible but expensive. For 
example, he said that the owners 
are asking $18,000 an acre for par¬ 
cel 15, and part of this is eroded. 

Critics also objected to the need 
for more ball fields for scheduled 
play claiming that game scheduling 
interferes with free play areas. This 
was disputed by Wilkinson and 
Lofgren who said that the fields 
are available for free play until 
roughly 6 o’clock when volunteer 
coaches come home from work. 

Tax Relief Sought 
For City Residents 

A June 19, 1972, public hearing 
has been scheduled by the Prince 
George’s County Council on a bill 
to give a tax break to citizens liv¬ 
ing within the county’s 28 munici¬ 
palities. 

The legislation, sponsored by 
Councilman Francis W, White, will 
be aired in the Council Hearing 
Room at 7:30 p.m. in the County 
Service Building in Hyattsville. 

White’s bill, first presented to 
the Council last March would re¬ 
duce the county property tax to 
citizens living in the cities and 
towns via the creation of special 
taxing districts. The measure is 
aimed at relieving the dual tax 
burden often carried by municipal 
residents who pay for such service 
such as police and sanitation that 
are provided by both the county 
and town governments. 

A Council review of the county- 
municipal tax situation, White said, 
indicates that in most cases monies 
spent for common services in the 
cities and towns are greater than 
the revenues shared by the county 
and state governments from some 
local taxes. The bill also sets up 
a specific tax credit process based 
on the amount each municipality 
spends for the overlapping service. 
Councilman White’s measure earn¬ 
ed a favorable report from the 
Council’s fiscal planning committee 
May 25. It was officially intro¬ 
duced June 6. 

Councilman Francis B. Francois 
introduced a bill at the request of 
County Executive William W. Gul- 
lett that would levy a 10 percent 
tax on admissions, sports and rec¬ 
reation equipment rental and re¬ 
freshments service and merchandise 
at places of amusement, including 
theatres, cabarets and similar es¬ 
tablishments. Charitable organiza¬ 
tions are exempt from the tax. 

The current four percent amuse¬ 
ments tax, authorized under a 1971 
act by the Maryland General As¬ 
sembly, expires June 30. During 
the 1972 legislative session, the 
legislature approved a new bill au¬ 
thorizing the tax proposed by Fran¬ 
cois and Gullett.

New GHI Board at Work

With President James W. Smith 
presiding, the new board of direc¬ 
tors of Greenbelt Homes, Inc., 
held its first regular meeting on 
Thursday, June 8. There were one 
or two late arrivals, but no absen¬ 
tees. A summer schedule for board 
meetings was adopted. This calls 
for a regular meeting on the second 
Thursday of each month, supple¬ 
mented by a meeting on the fourth 
Thursday to dispose of special busi¬ 
ness only. 

The board approved for second 
reading the fuel oil bid made by 
Takoma Fuel Company. A member 
request for an exception to the oc¬ 
cupancy regulations was granted. 

Support for the new citizens or¬ 
ganization, Greenbelt CARES, was 
approved in the form of a regular 
contribution of matching services 
by GHI staff member Philip Ack ¬ 
erman, who attended the organi¬ 
zational meeting of CARES. De¬ 
tails will be left to the descretion 
of the manager, with the under¬ 
standing that participation by Ac¬ 
kerman would be limited to about 
4 hours a week and that he would 
keep records of his work. CARES 
will provide youth counseling ser¬ 
vices. 

Discussion of Reserves 

Management’s proposal for the al ¬ 
location of funds to reserves was 
the major business of the evening. 
There was considerable discussion 
about the use of the term “reserves” 
in the data submitted by Manager 
Rojr Breashears. Gordon Allen, a 
new member of the Audit Commit¬ 
tee, attempted to question the prac¬ 
tice of allocating funds to reserves 
while deficiencies exist elsewhere in 
the budget but was cut off by 
president Smith. Director Tom 
White, the new treasurer, question¬ 
ed the allocation of $19,000 raised 
in 1970 through “additional charges 
to members for taxes.” Any part 
of this not needed for current tax¬ 
es should be applied against future 
taxes, he said, and should not go 
into “contingency reserves” (as in¬ 
dicated in the manager’s data). 
Howard Brooks, one of the new di¬ 
rectors, asked several questions 
and was referred to management 
for information. A motion by direc¬ 
tor Nat Shinderman to approve the 
allocation of reserves as outlined 
in the manager's statement of June 
2 was seconded by director Lange 
and carried. 

In regard to committee organ! 
zation, president Smith took note 
of the recommendation by Cresap, 
McCormick and Paget on commit¬ 
tee structure, but felt that for the 
present most of the committees 
must be continued. The matter of 
committee appointments will be 
carried forward at the next board 
meeting, on June 22, It was em¬ 
phasized that no precipitate chang¬ 
es in operation will be made with¬ 
out full opportunity for member 
consideration. 

Shinderman then moved to estab¬ 
lish an Executive Committee con¬ 
sisting of the four officers to act 
for the board between meetings, 
subject to confirmation by the 
board. This, he pointed out, is in 
line with the recommendations of 
the management survey by Cresap, 
McCormick and Paget, to expedite 
the conduct of business and relieve 
the board of decisions on adminis¬ 
trative detail. The motion was se¬ 
conded by Director Janet JarrieS 
and carried— effective immediately. 


On the evening of May 9, the 
Dixons were sitting in their living 
room, cozily and corrffortably chat¬ 
ting, when they heard a cracking 
sound in the basement walls. Over 
the next hour the sounds became 
progressively worse, and, before it 
all ended, virtually the entire north 
wall had caved into the basement, 
along with considerable earth and 
portions of a concrete slab which 
had originally been poured beside 
the house as a base for a carport. 

In addition, the front wall (facing 
the street) had bowed in, separat¬ 
ing from the brick veneer. As 
yet, there has been no evidence 
of structural damage to the house 
itself, probably because it is sup¬ 
ported by a steel beam running 
the entire length of the house. The 
beam still rests firmly on a solid 
pilaster which remained standing. 

The Sentinel story reported the 
insurance was carried by the Mary¬ 
land Casualty Insurance Company, 
and that the company did not in¬ 
tend to honor Mr. Dixon’s claim 
because of an escape clause in the 
policy relating to landslides. Ac¬ 
tually the house is covered by the 
Northern Insurance Company (of 
New York).

Mini Bike Complaints

The Greenbelt police are receiv¬ 
ing approximately 10 mini bike 
complaints per week. As a result, 
the police are taking a hard line 
against offenders. In a recent case, 
a parent was charged with giving 
his consent to operate a vehicle 
contrary to law. The parent re¬ 
ceived a suspended fine, but points 
were assessed against his driving 
record. 

In most cases, first offenses re¬ 
ceive a warning by the police and 
the mini bike is impounded until 
the parents seek its release. The 
parents are urged to cooperate with 
the authorities in abiding by the 
laws. 

Mini bikes cannot lawfully be 
ridden on public streets or publicly 
owned property. There is no area 
within the city limits of Greenbelt 
where mini bikes may be ridden. 
No private property owner has con¬ 
sented to having his property used 
for mini bike riding. In the past, 
such riding has been done on 
Springhill Lake property, but the 
property owner recently put up a 
barricade with “no trespassing” 
signs. A person owning a mini 
bike has to be transported with his 
bike in another vehicle to private 
property where the owner has given 
his consent if he wishes to lawfully 
ride. The paths around Greenbelt 
Lake, around the Baptist Church 
and around GHI property are all 
off limits to mini bike riders. 

In the past the police have been 
hampered by an inability to pursue 
mini bike offenders along wooded 
pathways. Next year’s budget, how¬ 
ever, calls for the addition of a mo¬ 
tor scooter, believed to be the first 
police motor scooter in this area. 
The scooter will enable the officer 
to more effectively patrol the lake, 
play areas, and other wooded areas. 
In particular, one of the officer’s 
main duties will be to curtail mini 
bike riding,

Co. On May 25, he telephoned the 
Dixons to state that the company 
would probably not be honoring the 
claim as the condition — water pres¬ 
sure — was not covered by the policy, 
and that they would probably be- 
receiving written notice of this 
soon. However, as of June 12, no 
written response of any kind has 
been received from the insurance 
company. 

Also, it was originally reported 
that the estimated repair to the 
home would amount to approxi¬ 
mately $15,000. Dixon has since 
been given estimates ranging as 
low as $7,000. His major problem, 
however, has been that he has yet 
to be given a firm estimate or bid. 
because there are several technical 
and legal questions that have to be 
cleared first. 

One problem, for example, relates 
to correcting for water drain-off. 
According to contractors he’s talked 
with thus far, to sink drain tile 
at the base of the house will create 
additional water flow, or pressure, 
on homes located below him. If 
no legal restrictions prevent him 
from doing this, he might still be 
held liable if subsequent damage 
were to occur to other houses as 
a result. The Bartley Construction 
Co. representative told Dixon that 
he had contacted the City of Green¬ 
belt, and was told that no run-off 
would be permitted in the street be¬ 
cause no storm drain or catchment 
area existed on his side of the 
street. Dixon also felt that there 
might be some reluctance on the 
part of contractors to make a firm 
bid, or even to get involved, be¬ 
cause of the question as to wheth - 
er insurance would cover the job. 

Primarily, as most persons at¬ 
tending the meeting at the library' 
soon discovered, however, Dixon is 
hung up on a lot of unanswered 
questions. No one has been able 
to tell him yet whether or not his 
present condition is unsafe, or ex¬ 
actly what kind of meaures should 
be immediately taken, if any, to 
avert further immediate problems. 
Harman, for example, found out 
that the Red Cross has had ex¬ 
perience with this type of disaster 
and can offer assistance and ma¬ 
terials, but it was not known 
whether trying to get this type 
of assistance might jeopardize the 
insurance claim. 

Harman also reported that Twin 
Pines Savings and Loan was willing 
to establish a fund for contribu¬ 
tions, but Doris Elliot seemed to 
reflect the thoughts of the group 
when she pointed out that such a 
campaign was premature until it 
was better known exactly what was 
needed, and “certainly”, she said, 
“not until the Dixons (who were 
not at the meeting) were able to 
meet with the group and O.K. any 
plans.” 

Other representatives of civic 
groups offered help, but said they 
would need better information to 
take back to their groups. James 
Parochetti, President of Boxwood 
Civic Association—who also chaired 
the meeting -stated that there was 
no doubt that the persons present, 
as well as all citizens of Greenbelt, 
would want to be of help “if for 
not other reason than that each of 
us might be in the same situation 
some time and would hope that our 
neighbors would help us” but that 
it was clear that more information 
would have to be gathered. 

With the consent of the group, 
he appointed a small committee 
to meet with the Dixons to further 
determine how best Greenbelt 
neighbors might help them. Mem¬ 
bers appointed were: Emory Har¬ 
man, Chairman, Tom and Shirley 
Meredith, and Bob Smith or ano¬ 
ther representative from the Jay 
Cees. Don Kern, of the Lion’s 
Club, agreed to assist if he could 
arrange for time. The Committee 
plans to have Parochetti call ano¬ 
ther public meeting, if and when 
the situation calls for it.

I think you know I am not an 
accountant. If you had permitted 
my remarks Thursday on the re¬ 
serve allocations to continue any¬ 
way, you might have found that 
their thrust was toward bringing 
our accounts closer into line with 
the recommendations given us by 
Cresap, McCormick and Paget on 
financial reporting and financial 
management. 

I am wholeheartedly in agree¬ 
ment with these particular recom¬ 
mendations. I think it is in the 
interest of all GHI members and 
officers to support them in principle 
and with their efforts. 

We are being told on every hand 
not to dwell in the past. For us, 
I hope this also means that we are 
not to perpetuate past errors. 

Looking back, I see that the re¬ 
serve situation today is no improve¬ 
ment over the one reported by Dar¬ 
win Beck in his Finance Committee 
recommendations of October, 1970 
(which CMP praises several times). 
Our budget demands, on the con¬ 
trary, have risen considerably. Per¬ 
haps this is why the CMP report 
refers to our “deteriorating" reserve 
situation. Beck considered it ur 
gent two years ago. It is doubly so 
today. 

It is high time we label our 
funds accurately and report them 
in full context. Only then can we 
assess our operating position fairly 
in view of its strengths and weak¬ 
nesses.

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High Court Upholds Ban 
On Conditional Zoning 

A recent ruling by the Maryland 
Court of Appeals prohibiting con¬ 
ditional zoning casts some doubts on 
the status of several pieces of 
Springhill Lake property that have 
been conditionally zoned, (Condi¬ 
tional zoning refers to land zoned 
with conditions that are applicable 
only to that property and not to 
the general zoning category.) 

One is a 22.8 acre tract zoned for 
C-O (Commercial office) and an¬ 
other is a 7.7 acre tract zoned for 
either a motel-convention center 
or C-2 zoning. Involved in the latter 
is also 0.8527 acres zoned C-2 for 
eventual construction of a gasoline 
station under certain conditions. All 
this land is located north of the 
Capital Beltway and west of Kenli- 
worth Ave. The Springhill Lake 
land was previously zoned R-18 
for apartments (21 units per acre.) 

The Appeals Court on May 11 
ruled in dayman vs. Prince Geor¬ 
ges Comity that the provisions of 
the new Prince George's Charter 

BULLETIN 

On June 5, the Maryland 
Court of Appeals notified the 
county government that it is re¬ 
considering its May 11 decision 
holding that the county council 
was prohibited by charter from 
granting conditional zoning. Ac - 
cording to the Evening Star, the 
Appeals Court decided to reopen 
the case to hear full arguments 
on the question whether the 
Maryland General Assembly in 
granting the council power to 
grant conditional zoning is hav¬ 
ing its authority usurped by the 
county charter. The case will 
be reheard on June 30 in Anna¬ 
polis. 

prohibiting conditional zoning gov¬ 
erned the case, in the absence of 
intervening rights, even through the 
Charter provision was not in effect 
when the District Council had 
granted the zoning. 

In a previous case decided on 
March 8, Dal Mazo vs. Prince Geor¬ 
ge's County, the Court of Appeals 
similarly ruled that the provision 
in the new Charter prohibiting 
floating zones was applicable even 
though that provision became ef¬ 
fective subsequent to the decision 
of that case in the circuit court. 
(Floating zones generally refer to 
zoning which includes a site devel¬ 
opment plan and which can be 
placed anywhere as long as it is 
considered compatible with adjacent 
properties). In the Dal Mazo case, 
the court held that R-H (high-rise) 
was a “floating zone” and thus pro¬ 
hibited by charter. Similar doubts 
now exist as to R-T (townhouse) 


rezonings. 

A Springhill Lake spokesman 
said that they are still studying the 
effects of the decision, but ques¬ 
tioned whether the C-O tract should 
be considered conditional zoning 
since the only condition attached 
was that adequate roads be pro¬ 
vided at the time of construction.
